Document D1 (considered closest state of the art) discloses an apparatus 
(the computer of page 1, line 8) that creates a presentation (page 10, 
lines 24 to 26), comprising a processor and a memory that stores 
information under the control of the processor (implicit in a computer), 
logic that integrates information that motivates accomplishment of the 
goal for use in the presentation (page 8, line 9), logic that evaluates 
progress toward the goal (page 10, lines 28 to 31). 

The subject matter of claim 10 differs therefrom in that information flow 
is managed utilising a linked list. This is considered standard practice in 
programming and is not seen as involving an inventive step. 

4 Dependent claims 2, 3, 5 to 7, 9, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4 to 1 6 and 1 8 do not contain 
any fea- tures which, in combination with the features of any claim to 
which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of 
inventive step (Art.33(3) PCT), the reasons being as follows: 

4.1 The features of claims 2, 3, 1 1 and 12 are obvious in view of the fact that 
a linked list is being used.
